Several of the citizens of Bontoo 
township have requested Tnic N e w s 
t9 publish In full tho decision of the 
suprem e court in th e case of A rth u r \j. 
P e a rl vs Benton township. 


Four years ago Mr. P e a rl sustained 
Injuries by .driving; through a bridj^e 
In Benton township, near the residence 
of Roland Morrill. 
T h e township of­ 
ficials offered to settle with him for 
i 11,000, b u t he would not take so small 
ftn amount. 
He started suit and won a 
▼ erdlot of 95,000 In the circuit court. 
T h e suprem e court, in th e language of 
disinterested lawyers, has knocked the 
pins from under Mr. P e a r l’s case and 
since th e decision he has offered to 
settle for tl.OOO, the original am ount 
ho was offered but the tow nship now 
, refuses to settle a t ohat figure. 


T h e decision in full is as follows: 
T he plaintiff recovered a judgm ent 
against th e township fur an injury re* 
ceived from the fall of a briuge, and 
th e defendant has appealed. 


T he appellee’s brief slates th a t the 
negligence of the township con^isl•!u 
in Its failure to sink the inud.*»!!!." of the 
bridge sulllclently, and th at in eo^^e- 
quence the water washed the d irt irom 
underdeath them ami underinineu the 
bents supporting the end oif the brld|>e.
